element In the 


adornment" of the capitol is to be sig- 
nificant either with reference to the 
history of political freedom or to the 
Idealism of the soil of the west. On 
the summit of the 
dome will be 
placed the 
statue 
of "The Sower" 
uymbolixing the agricultural founda- 
tions of Nebraska's life About the 
rreat portals are to be jilaced images 
und reliefs typifying the elements 
that enter Into our political 
ideals 
and the historic events which have 
led up to them.

Knowing the work of Mr. Lee Lawrle, 
the sculptor, who is working with 
Mr. Croodlme, have come to Nebraska. 
Thee* ar* here reproduced. The north 
entrance to the capitol iff the main 
entrance . and to the right and to 
the left ct this entrance are huge 
figures whose significance' Is shown , 
by the Inscription, which surmounts 
the portal. To the east are "Wisdom 
and Justice, bearing emblenKf which 
denote their characters.

which they came and the manner in 
which they came are given in the 
tremendous relief that is to stand 
over the door. It is i«vlicated In the 
powerful oxen drawing the 
prairie 
schooner, it is shown in the attitudes 
of the on-marching men and women 
and in still another sense 
by the 


figure of P-rogress in the background 
curbing her steeds and by the eagle 
•ulth flight directed toward the star 
of promise. 


Such are some of the elements that 


will surround the 
most prominent 
entrance of the capitol and* give to 
every Nebraskan a sense ot the past 
which has created 
us and ot the 
forces which sustain us In our politi- 
cal life. 


There are to be a number of panels 


in relief at each of the other cardi- 
nal points of the capitol. above the 


east, south and west entrances. These

When J. K. McCarl. of Nebraska, comptroller gen- 


eral and former secretary to United States Senator 
Oeorge W. Norris of this state, clashed ivith Secretary 
of tha Navy Denby, official Washington Immediately 
rubbed the sleep from its eyes and looked again. The 
dispute between McCarl and Denby promises entertain- 
ment. It is different from the petty grumblings heard" 
durtns the last two years, as a result of the action of 
th'f comptroller general in attempting to regulate ex- 
penditures. 
Secretary Denby threw his glove in Mc- 


Carl's face, and the Nebraskan accepted the challenge. 


The dispute itself arose over an Insignificant item, 


Involving the ovej-payment_of an enlisted man. Mr. Mc- 
Carl as comptroller general, insisted upon steps to se- 
cure return of the money. Secretary Denby resented 
the action of the comptroller as/'interference" with the 
department.

Trivial as the incident may seem, it served to un- 


mask all of the growing discontent and dissatisfac- 
tion felt by different department heads'at Washington 
with the budget system. The fact that Mr. ilcCarl had 
directed a cabinet officer to take steps to recover a few 
dollars, which he claimed had. by mistake, been paid 
to an enlisted man. was of small concern in the face of 
the gathering storm of anger felt over "officious inter- 
ference" with the prerogatives which supposedly go with 
a cabinet position. 


Mr. McCr.rl proceeded to lay down the law that even 


a cabinet officer must bow to him in fiscal matters.. 


"I conceive it to be the duty of every administrative 


officer," the comptroller general wrote to the secretary 
of the navv. "to faciliate action to protect the interests 
oT the United States when matters arise »«vol«ne er- 
roneous or even doubtful payments 
This office must 


perform the duties imposed upon it by law and will 
promptly to recover back overpayments made

braska ctate penitentiary, sentenced 
to Ufe in Cheyenne county on th« 
charge of being an acces*ory to mur- 
der. wan released Friday. 
Released, not wlfli the usual suit 


of clothes and $5 — no need for that — 
but as a business man with the privi- 
lege of choosing from a. number of 
attractive positions. 
More than six years In prison with 


the prospect ot spending the remain- 
der of his Ufa behind gray walls, has 
failed to warp his outlook on life or 
to kill his ambition to become a suc- 
cess. Now he is free; paroled by the 
board of pardons and able to take up 
his life where he left oft 
The crime of which he was sup- 


posed to have had knowledge was an 
atrocious one — two murders and 
bank rdboery at 
Sunol. Nebraska. 


Frank Connell. who was convicted of 
the actual crime. Is s^ill in prison, 
known to guards and turnkey* a« 


Applies Self Diligently. 


During his six and more year* of 


prison life, Lukens has studied law, 
advertising, salesmanship, and ha» 
taken a recognized course In business. 
• "Must something to pass the time." 
he said, but 
this 
knowledge has 


proved »o val-oafcle that he has been 
offered positions fcy flrm» In Ne- 
braaka, p-""*"*". Wisconsin, Missouri 
and Rhode Inland. For some time he 
hafe been writing advertisements for 
several Lincoln firms. 


•WeU dressed— light gray Bnlt. soft 


white shirt, black tie with a scarf - 
pin. blond »«*<*• carefully brushed — he 
presented the antlthesils of the con- 
ventional prisoner. Seated in 
the 
library and surrounded by books, he 
leaned back In his chair at his desK 
— he is prison librarian — and thought - 
foJUv Ut a cigar whfle he discoursed 
on hi» viewfe of prison methods and 
criminal laws.

Lakens* story, as net down in the 


prison records, in one of the most 
remarkable examples of circumstan- 
tial evidence among the many cases. 


On October 6, 1916, R. Orange 


Lokenfl drove into the town of Sunol, 
Neb, shortly before noon, being in 
company with one Frank 
ConneU- 


The men were selling phonographs 
and parted Immediatery to begin their 
work. Becomes Posse Mambeiv, 


Afoont 11:30 o'clock Lukens heard 
•xclted voices on the street, and 
rnobed to the bank where a crowd 
had gathered. Over and over again 
_he beard, "The bank 
has been 
robbed." Several •posses vteie formed 
Immediately, Likens being: a mem- 
ber of one. Conner! In his escap* 
m«t two farmers, bot of whom he 
•hot through the heart. While Lukens 
<was scouring the country In his car, 
his erstwhile companion sprang Into 
the road from a cornfield and ord- 
ered him to dri-wi 
him (Connell)

drove'baek through SttnoL When h« 
reached the town the engine of the 
car stalled. Jumping from the car 
Lukens ran to the porch of the saloon 
where the crowd had 
gathered to 


discuss the robbery. 
"There goes 


the robber." he shouted, "why don't 


you ehoet him. •why don't TOO r«* 
him." Connell in the meantime suc- 
ceeded In getting the car started 
while the crowd stood dumfounded. 
He escaped but was soon captured. 


Lukens was arnested and charged 


•with being an accessory to the crime. 


Prfblie feeling ran high- and an ac- 
quittal was difficult. 
He was of- 


fered a chance to plead guilty to the 
charge of accessory to bank robbery, 
this offense carrying a penalty of 
from one to ten years. He refused, 
believing his good name to be worth 


more than his freedom. Lrolcens' at- 
torney ivas appointed by the court 
and had lltttle time to prepare the 
case. 
Lukens was found guilty of 


being accesory to bank robbery after 
a one day trial. On October 25, 1916. 
he heard the late Judge Grimes say. 


"You shall tie confined 
there and 


shall engage m hard labor, Sundays 
and holidays excepted, for the rest 
of your natural life." 


Wages Six Year Fight. 


For six years Lukens "fought n 


good fight" for his release. 
His ef- 


forts -were finally rewarded. 


Immediately on entering the peni- 


tentiary, Lukens gained recognition. 
He was a college man and began 
the teaching of Spanish .to the pris- 
oners 
He 'became prison librarian, 


having charge of the many books 


ther*, and because of his position 
•was allowed the freedom of the in- 
stitution. 


Lukens 
Immediately 
began 
the 


etudy of business methods which 
was later to prove so valuable. He 
needed money to continue his fight 
against his 
sentence. 
Advertising 


became the medium through which 
he obtained It. 
He wrote ads for 


Lincoln stores, his work proving so 
satisfactory th»t he was offered a 
position as sale advertising manag- 
er in one store, should he be re-x 
leased. He later dropped this work 
and began the publishing of a house

insurance 


company, behind the prison walla 
and teaching the salesman of a <ar 
off concern the latest methods! 


Pursues Studies Faithfully. 


He took up law and studied It 


faithfully. 
He took a course in bus- 


iness ^or sale1? letter writing- and fol- 
lowed this work for a time with nn 
Insurance firm. A man who was re- 
cently released from the Arkansas 
prison and who Is reputed to be the 
highest -paid letter writer in the 
world was a correspondent of Lu- 
kens' and it is probably from him 
that.he gained this inspiration. 
He- 


took courses in salesmanship and 
received exceptionally high grades. 


Business methods, through a wide- 


ly advertised 
instruction 
course, 


were 
studied. 
Thfs 
he 
believed 


would aid him in his pursuit of on)» 
of his other lines—seJling or ad- 
vertising. 


Wonder has been expressed that 


I,ukens, convicted on a charge of 
which the parole board says he was 
not guilty, did .not rail against the 
fate that placed him behind bars 
•when he might have been tree and 
able to advance himself as other > 
men. 
Charg-ed -with a crime of 


which he was evidently 
Innocent. 


he did not whimper or complain but 
became a mode! prisoner and worked 
to Improve himself against the dav 
that he felt sure must come; when 
.he might -walk thropgh the doors of 
the prison with a smile on his face, 
feeling that at Inst Justice had re- 
moved her blindfold. 


Instead of becoming- a trial to the 


prison officials find all with whom 
he came into contact, ho renlir.pd 
that the}- were not to blame for hl-s 
plight and 
did

H» 
put up the buildings on this' loca- 
tion and fourteen sales bavi bema 
held in the new building up to this 
to expand tho present facilities to 
time.
